7. Discussion and Hearings: 


8:00pm Formal Hearing for 7 Village Lane. Design plans were presented by Timothy 
McCann, owner. Prior to the meeting, pictures of each individual window were shared with 
the Commission, but it was hard to determine on what fagade they belonged. Additional 
pictures of each fagade were shared tonight showing windows that are 6 over 6, | over 1, 
Jalousie windows and picture windows. It was mentioned that permits had been acquired 
from the Building Department to replace the front door and to work on the interior renovation 
of the garage to living space. This resulted in the garage door being removed. Owner will 
work with the Commission regarding the modifications that have already been made. The 
plan is to replace 34 windows. Simonton Vantage Pointe 6500 Series with a bronze exterior 
and | over | design for the existing 6 over 6 and | over | windows. Discussion with the 
Commissioners included whether all the existing double hung windows should be 6 over 6 or 
1 over 1. The Jalousie windows will be replaced with slider style windows. The Commission 
has requested pictures of the sliders. Discussion involved whether the changes to a fagade is 
more than 25%. A plan is in place for a visit to the property on Saturday, July 11by JoAnn 
Robinson and Michael Gervais to make this determination. This hearing will be continued on 
August 4, 2020 at 8pm, if it is determined that changes are more than 25%. Hearing ended at 
8:55pm. 


8:55pm Formal Hearing for 65 Lancaster Road: Presenters: Michael MacDonald, owner 
and Andrew Burns, contractor. (plans to buy the property). This is a request for demolition. 
This hearing will determine if the house should be preferentially preserved. 


The presentation focused on the following points: 


1. Property description 

2. Existing house conditions- as prior work was done the house lost historical features. 
3. Past work completed on the property 

4. Neighborhood and surrounding homes 

5. Feasibility of renovation 

6. Seller’s predicament

A motion was made by Commissioner Stange stating that 65 Lancaster Road should not be 
preferentially preserved. Commissioner Meister seconded the motion. 


Roll call vote resulted in three in favor, one abstained and one vote to have the house 
preferentially preserved. 


The hearing closed at 9:23pm 


The decision that the property at 65 Lancaster Road will not be preferentially preserved will 
be sent to the Building Department. 


9:32pm Informal Hearing for 252 Gray Street: Presenters are homeowners: Dan and Regan 
Winkler-homeowners and Jonathan Miller from Frank Shirley Architects. 


Drawings and photos were shared showing plans for adding a garage to the property. It is not 
replacing an existing building. It was designed to mimic the details and materials of the 
house. It was also designed to be smaller and pushed back in the lot and is deferential to the 
existing house. New steps to the front door of the house are also part of the plan. The 
existing glass enclosed entry will not be changed. The new steps will allow for a straight on 
approach to the house from the street. The current steps are small and turned to the side. 


A message will be sent to the Building Department that we reviewed the plans for the garage 
and front steps and that we are pleased with the changes. Ended 9:49pm. 


9:49pm Informal Hearing for 295 Lake Street Presenter: Carmen Falcone, owner. Plans 
to make a kitchen extension and build out four feet on the first floor and will use the same 
existing brick and this would also extend the garage out by four feet which is situated under 
the kitchen. The new roof line would use the same slate that already exists. A request was 
made for a roof line drawing and that due to the design of current roof line that this might be 
the tricky part of this plan. It was recommended that an architect be hired. Ended 10:09pm
